A recent study supervised 
by the d e p a r t m e.nt of 
weights and measures shows 
veal roasts to be less ex,pon- 
sive than chicken, according 
to the officials. 

Speaking to a group of 
industry leaders, it was ex¬ 
plained how the study was 
conducted, stating that a 
random purchase made at 
an area supermarket of one 
whole chicken, and a cut up 
one wore used in the expei 
ment. 

“Both chickens woi'o care- 
fi.illy boned and skinned, 
under the supervision of the 
chief of tile county depart¬ 
ment of weights and mea¬ 
sures,’” it was said. The 
whole chicke.n weighed 2 
lbs. 10 oz., and sold for 49 
cents per pound. Cost; $1.27. 
After .separation of waste 
and moat, only one pound 
of meat remained, for an 
actual cost of $1.27 per 
pound. 


The cut - up chicken 
weighed 2 lbs. 1514 oz., at 
59 ce.n+s per pound, and 
cost $1.79. There was 1 lb. 
3‘4 oz. of meat on this 
chicken, witii an actual cost 
of $1.41 per pound. 

It is interesting to note 
that crown veal roast was 
selling for $1.09 per pound 
at Taylor’s Old Fashioned 
Market, and it was all de¬ 
licious veal — no waste. 
Veal chuck roast was sell¬ 
ing for 79 cents a pound. 
Both are well under the 
price per pound of chicken 
meat. 

Veal is one of the most 
economical protein sources 
available to the consumer, 
as well as the most appe¬ 
tizing and .nutritious.

According to recent re¬ 
ports, 39 per cent of the 
adult population smoke. It 
is predicted that within four 
years only 24 per cent will 
smoke. Thousands of doctors 
across the .nation have quit 
smoking. More NO SMOK¬ 
ING signs are being dis- 
playv’d in doctors’ waiting 
rooms and other medical of¬ 
fices. Even Ln the waiting 
rooms without NO SMOK¬ 
ING signs fewer people are 
smoking. Some of those who 
have not quit smoking are 
more aware of the offense 
to others and are ,not smok¬ 
ing in waiting rooms. 

"niere is a large health 
maintenance organiza t i o ,n 
not displaying NO SMOK¬ 
ING signs. The waiting 
rooms used to be smoke 
filled. I rece.ntly was in one 
of the rooms. When I en¬ 
tered no one was smoking. 
I commented about this to a 
woman .near me. She said 
she smoked but no longer 
smoked in doctors’ waiting 
rooms. A man .nearby said, 
“Me, too.” This awareness 


of the welfare of othern is 
a step forward. But two peo- 
! pie not so aware soon “lit 
; up,” polluting the entire 
room. 

In the current issue of 
; Reader’s Digest, an article 
on air pollution advises; 
“Smokers should cut down 
or not smoke. Stay out of 
: smoke - filled rooms. Stay 
away from smokers.” Why 
should smokers, a mini- 
minority of the total popu¬ 
lation, make many people 
i suffer in .doctors’ waiting 
rooms, in hospitals and oth¬ 
er medical facilities? Tire 
Governor recently signed a 
bill giving smoke-relief to 
public transportation pas¬ 
se,ngers.Perhaps some aware 
legislator should introduce 
a bill extending the relief 
to i.nclude doctors’ waiting 
rooms, hospitals, .nursing 
homes and other medical fa¬ 
cilities. Smokers and non- 
smokers could be segregated 
when assigning non-private 
rooms. For those who have 
.need to smoke in waiting 
rooms. Isolation rooms could 
be provided. 

Many people in nursing 
homes and lodges for the 
aged suffer because of 
smokers. The most humane 
nursing home I ever visited 
was in the South. All small 
private rooms. The old folk 
liked their privacy. Separate 
lounges a.nd dining rooms 
for smokers. Separate build¬ 
ing or the disturbed. The 
monthly rate only $275. 

Some day the ash tray 
will be a primitive artifact. 
But for .now I shali continue 
to be an old battle-axe if 
I’m in an old-fashioned be- 
hind-the-times doctors’ wait¬ 
ing room, a.nd there are 
smokers in the room. i shali 
.seek a smoke-free sanctu¬ 
ary. In this respect, nurses 
have been cooperative. Nice 
people . . . .nurses.

These 
are cold cou.ntries and their 
substantnal, heat-produci.ng 
food is hardly required in 
the Mediterranean climate 
of Israel. For this reason the 
people have adopted the 
cooling salads, fruits, sher¬ 
bets, and refreshing bever¬ 
ages of their Arabic neigh¬ 
bors. 

A typical early American 
food is corn meal. It was 
brought to Europe from the 
New World only a hun¬ 
dred years ago. It soon be¬ 
came Rumania’s favorite 
dish called Mamaliga. It is 
eaten by all classes of peo¬ 
ple practically every day. 
The peasants eat Mamaliga 
for almost every meal. It is 
eaten plain, hot or cold, and 
often with oninis, garlic, 
sausages, or sauerkraut. 

The Russian version of 
caviar is a favorite Ruman¬ 
ian appetizer. It is served 
both with drinks and the 
first course. Herring and 
eggplant are other ipopular 
appetizers in Rumania. 

The .national soups of Ru¬ 
mania are called tch.orbas, 
(sour .soups) and are based 
upon a fermentation agent, 
usually wheat bran, hut of¬ 
ten lemons, vine loaves, or 
.sauerkraut juice. 

The preference in meat 
leans toward spicy sausages 
and broiled meat. There is 
no recipe for broiled meat. 
It is merely a wide assort¬ 
ment of me.at, such as steak, 
lamb chops, sausage, sweet- 
brads, liver, and pork chops 
broiled over charcoal simul¬ 
taneously. These are served 
with a large number of 
spicy relishes, pickles, hot 
red poppers, and .sauerkraut. 
.Stews of all sorts, such as 
potato .stew are popular. 

Ghlvitch, a medley of veg¬ 
etables is a national dish,, 
•sometimes it is made of 
vegetables only, but often it 
is combined with fish or 
moat. Green vegetables for 


salad and mushrooms are 
particular favorites of the 
country people. 

Desserts are sweet pan¬ 
cakes, strudels and tarts. 
Rumania’s oriental heritage 
is indicated by a large 
group of desserts consisting 
of fruit and nut preserves 
a.nd rose petals in thick syr¬ 
up. Tlie.so de.sserts are ex¬ 
cessively sweet. 

The Rumania.ns are fond 
of cheese and produce sev¬ 
eral excellent varieties. Ueda 
and the branza de burdiif 
are outstanding types made 
from sheep’s milk. The 
branza de burduf is shipped 
to market in a container of 
pine or fir whose aroma per¬ 
meates the cheese. 

Syrian, Lebanon, and Jor¬ 
dan have much in common 
in the way of language, re- 
ligio,r.' and background and 
follow almost identical cui¬ 
sines. 

Tlie basic foods are rice, 
lamb, eggplant, and yogurt. 
Meals are served in a color¬ 
ful and i.nterestlng manner. 
'Ttie tables are very low, 
barely two feet high, and 
the people sit on the floor 
on cu.shion.s. 

A typic.al native meal 
might consist of a thick len¬ 
til of soup, stuffed egg pla.nt 
prepared with olive oil, and 
a baked lamb dish. Rice is 
the ba.sis of many dishes. 
A favorite cooking .style is 
tile practice of wrapping 
mixtures of ground meat 
and rice in graix' leaves a.nd 
baking them. Kebabs are 
very popular. 

Figs, dates, grapes of fine 
qualit.v aJid many different 
varieties are available. Ov- 
er.oweet desserts are pre¬ 
ferred. Rich, light pa.stries 
are drenched In an over¬ 
abundance of honey or fruit 
syrup. 

The Turkish - style coffee, 
which is abcwit one third 
.sediment and two th.ird.s 
thick liquid is Ihc choice 
of the people. The only 
liquor served before a meal 
is arrack. Du.ri.n.g dinner 
very sweet iced fruit drinks 
or soured milk beverages 
are .served. Sambousik.s, fin¬ 
ger foods, are .served with 
arrack.

If So You Must 
Re-Register it Now!

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
